EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

8. Claims 1 , 2, 4-6. 8-14 and 16 are allowed. 
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9. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior 
art discloses a novelty candy having either conventional flip switches, or a push 
button switches, or a switch that works by conductive of electricity through the 
body of the person who consume the candy. Prior art does not disclose a 
novelty candy having a conduit and mechanical pressure sensitive switch that 
requires a person to suck on the candy, while consuming it, to activate the 
prerecorded music and light.
